1 There shall be established with effect froin the 15th March 1955, a Board 
by the name of the Tungabhadra Board consisting of-

9 The Chairman, If present, shall preside over a meeting of the Board but if 
the Chairman Is absent from any meeting of the Board, the Members shall choose 
one of their number to preside. 

9 fii All matters relating to the Project works of common interest to the- 
States of Andhra and Mysore, brought before any meeting of the Board shall be 
bv a majority of the Members of the Board present and voting at the 
Sng before Xch such matters are brought and the decision of the Board 

shall be final: 

Provided that where with reference to any matter brought before the Board, 
tti.. Chairman is satisfied that there Is a dlllerence of opinion among the Members 
ouestion of policy or the rights of the States concerned Involved in the 
consldLation of such matter, the Chairman shall refer the matter to the Central 
Government whose decision thereon shall be final. 

Exvlanations —1. If any Member raises at any meeting of the Board any point 
as to whether a question Is a question of policy or whether any rights of the States 
r-nneerned are involved in the consideration of a matter before the Board, a 
decision on the points so raised shall bo given by the Chairman, 
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II. Where any Member dissents from uny decision so given by the Chalnnan, 
it .siiall be lawful tor the State Government, whose renresenlativo that Member is, 
to represent to the Government of India ihrough the Cliairmnn the matter on 
which a decision ha.s been given by iho ChaiTman and a here this is .so done, the 
Chairman shah, refer the matter to the Central Government whose deci.sioii thereon 
■Shall be final, 

(]i) Subject to iho provisions of sub-paragraph (i), the Board may make rules 
for the conduct of its own business. 

(iii) No act or proceedlog.s of the Board shall he invalid merely on the ground 
■of tao existence of any vacancy in, or the absence of any member of, the Board. 

■■i. (i) The Board shall lake charge of, and deal with, .all matters relating to 
work.s on, or connecied with, the Tungabhadra Project whii-ii are common to both 
the Slates of Andhra and Mysore, hut nothing in tins sub-paragtaph shell be 
deemed to author,se the Board ui deal with any raaltcr m respeci ol vvmrk.s which 
relate to only one of the Statc.s or in Vvhich only one Stale is interested. 

(iij In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
powers, the functions of the Board shall include— 

(a) the completion of the construclion of the sauclioned Tungabhadra Pro¬ 

ject; 

(b) the regulation of supplies of water and power,hi accordance with such 

ruJe.s as may be made in this behalf by thy Boara; 

(cl the maintenance of the main canal and of other works common to both 
the Slates of Andhra and Mysore; 

(d) maintenance of the dam and reservoir of the Project; 

(o) the granting of leases of fisheries in the reservoir and in the main 
canal; 

(f) tho proper utilisation of land acquired for tlie purpo.ses of the Project; 

and 

(g) any other function incidental to, or connected with, the functions 

specified In clauses (a) to (fl, 

5. (11 For the efficient performance of its functions, the Board may appoint a 
whole-time Secretary and such other ofticers and servants as it considers 
necessary. 

(il) During any absence on leave of the Secretary, the Board shall appoint a 
person to act as Secretar.v and every person so appointed .shall exercise the powers 
•conferred and perform the duties imposed on the Secretary by or under this 
notlficuilori. 

(iii) All order.s and decisions of the Board shall be authenticated by the signa¬ 
ture of the Secretary of the Board. 

6. (1) The Governments of Andhra and My.sore shall provide at all times the 
necessary funds for the con,9truction and maintenance of the Tungabhadra Project: 

Provided that the liability for the expenditure on the Tungabhadra Project 
shall be apportioned between the States of Andhra and Mysore in such proportion 
ns may be agreed upon between the two State Government.^, and in the nb,sence 
of any such agreement, in such proportion as may be fixed in this behalf by the 
■Central Government, 

(li) The Governments of Andhra and M.ysorc shall continue to give the same 
Jaciiities to the Audit Officer of the Project and other officers engaged in connec¬ 
tion with the Project for the payment of moneys into, and withdrawal of moneys 
Jrom, the trca.suries and sub-treasuries located in their z’e.spective territorie.s aa 
were enjoyed by such officers immediately before the commencement of the noti¬ 
fication. 

7. The Board, shall. In relation to the technical sanction, administrative 
approval, and other .sanctions required for the construction and maintenance of 
the Tungabhadra Project, and in relation -to any other administrative matters 
■concerning the Project, exercise the powers of a State Government under the 
various Codes, Manuals, Rules, and Regulations, .specified in the Sc.'hedule annexed 
hereto, as in force in the State of Madras immediately before the 1st day of 
October, 1953, and any executive instructions, orders, and directions from tlnifli 
to time Issued or made thereunder: 
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Provided that, in relation to administrative matters concerning the Goverm 
menl servants of the State of Mysore employed by the Board in connection with 

Pj-oject, the corresponding Codes, Manuals, Rules and Regulations, as in force 
in the Mysore State immediately before the said date, shall apply. 

8 All contracts to fic made In connection wph Tungabhadra Prijcct shall be 
cxprc.s.scd to be rradc jointly by. aim in the name.s of, the Governments of Andhra 
and Mysore and all such contracts shad be executed on behalf of the said Govem- 
ineuts by the Secretary of th? Board or such other officer as may bo authorised 
bv the Board in this behalf, hut neither the Scereiary nor the authorised officer 
shall be personally liable in respect of anything under such contracts. 

ft. (i) The staff which immediately before the commencement of this notification 
was engaged ui the cuiislruclion and iiuiintcnance of the Tungabhadra Project 
shall, alter such comiiioncemcnt. coivinue to 1-* so enip'nycd by the Board in 
■eonneclion with the .said Project bu', me Govcrnnienca of Andhra and Mysore may, 
if they so think fit, replace any members of die exisling slaif bv other persons in 
such manner and jn sirli pnironiou as ina.''' be &i:.ci'd upon between the said 
S:ale Governmeiilt and in Ihe absence of any such agrtemenl as may be determin¬ 
ed in this behalf by the Board; 

Provided that all correspondence between the State Governments with respect 
to such agreements shall be carried on through the Lhairman. 

(ii) The stall' for the time bemg employed in connection with the Project shall 
be deemed to be employed under the administrative control of the Board. 

111. Plant, machinery, equipment and stores purchased for and in connection 
with the Tungabhadra Prefect shall be under the ccntrol of ihe Board and shall 
be used on the entire Project under the directions of the Board. 

11. The Governments of Andhra and Mysore may depute such persons as they 
may nominate or designate either generally or specially to inspect the works on 
or connected with the Tungabhadra Project which are common to both the States 
of Andhra and Mysore.
